A  CATALOGUE  of  the  books  belonging  to  the  Li- 
brary Company  of  Philadelphia,  was  published  in  the 
year  1789.  Since  that  period,  a  considerable  number  of 
books  has  been  added  by  donations  and  purchases,  and 
also,  a  great  and  valuable  addition  of  more  than  twenty- 
five  hundred  volumes  of  scarce  and  costly  works,  made 
to  the  Library,  by  the  liberal  bequest  of  the  late  Reve- 
rend Samuel  Preston,  Rector  of  Chevening  in  the  county 
of  Kent,  Great-Britain*  The  list  was  thus  rendered  in 
a  great  degree  useless,  and  a  desire  having  been  express- 
ed, by  many  of  the  members,  that  another  should  be 
published;  the  Directors  have  therefore  prepared  a  com- 
plete Catalogue  of  the  Books  now  belonging  to  the  Insti- 
tution. To  obviate  objections  often  made  to  the  plan  of 
the  former  Catalogue,  they  have  been  induced  to  publish 
the  present  one,  comprehending  books  of  all  sizes,  in  an 
alphabetical  form  so  far  as  the  names  of  Authors  and 
Editors  could  be  used.  The  anonymous  books  consti- 
tute by  themselves  an  Appendix,  and  are  classed  scienti- 
fically, each  under  its  proper  size.  The  numerous  pam- 
phlets and  small  tracts,  which  it  was  not  thought  expe- 
dient to  include  in  the  alphabetical  arrangement,  appear 
by  themselves,  and  form  a  second  appendix.  A  copious^ 
Index  is   subjoined,  to  facilitate  the  inquiry  after  any 
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book  belonging  to  the  Library.  The  present  Catalogue 
may  perhaps  be  liable  to  somd  objettions,  but  the  Direc- 
tors apprehend  it  will  be  easily  understood  by  every 
class  of  Readers,  and  prove  on  the  whole  useful  and 
convenient.

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Annexed  to  the  Catalogue  of  Books  is  a  description  of 
the  Coins  and  Medals  belonging  to  the  Library  Com- 
pany ;  the  gift  of  individuals  at  different  periods.  Their 
number,  however,  being  too  small  to  form  a  collection  of 
any  great  importance,  it  has  been  thought  sufficient,  in  or- 
der to  give  the  classical  or  historical  student  the  best  aid 
they  can  furnish,  to  arrange  them  as  they  are  now  done,  in- 
serting the  inscriptions  of  the  ancient  coins  only,  or  of 
such  modern  medals  or  coins  as  claim  particular  atten- 
tion.

A  number  of  gentlemen  having  raifed  the  Sum 
of  one  ^hundred  pounds  by  fubfcription  a  fmall  library  was  formed 
upon  principles  the  beft  calculated  to  difleminate  knowledge :  the  books 
were  not,  as  in  many  of  the  public  libraries  of  £urope,  confined  .to  the 
apartments,  but  the  fubfcribers  were  allowed  to  c^rrv  them  home  fonr  a 

ieafopable  fpace  of  time.

The  plan  foon  became  popular;  acceffions  to  the  number  of  members 
took  place,  apd  the  ftock  of  books  yir^  ^innuallf  increafed  by  purchafes

TVvthl^  propriefarjes  of  .Pennfylvania  appear  to  have  taken  a  jpatn- 
.  otic  pleafure  in  the  encouragement  of  the  plap.     Befides  feveral  Valuable 
donations,  they  granted  a  charter  of  incorporation  in  the  year  1743.

AccwHt  of  the  Lilrat-y 

The  refpeflable  and  intelligent  cliarafler  of  the  latter  clafs  of  people 
in  Philadelphia  and  its  environs,  cannot  be  referred  to  a  more  probable 
caufe,  than  the  habits  of  reading  pTomoted  by  this  inllitution. 

The  great  utility  and  fuccefs  of  this  meafure,  occafioned  the  formation 
of  other  libraries  upon  (imiiar  principles.  But  as  it  appeared  more  con- 
ducive to  the  intercfls  of  literature,  to  be  poiTefled  of  one  large,  than 
of  fcveral  fmaller  coIleif>ions  of  books,  coalitions  gradually  took  place 
among  them,  till  the  Amicable,  the  Aflbciatiun  and  the  Union  Compa- 
nies were  blended  with  the  Library  Company  of  Philadelphia,  the  title 
conferred  by  thechartei. 

Since  this  event,  which  took  place  in  the  year  1769,  the  mem- 
bers and  the  property  of  the  company  have  continued  to  increafcj 
the  former  being  nearly  feven  hundred  in  number.  The  number 
of  volumes,  eielufive  of  nearly  four  thoufand,  in  the  Loganian  Librarfi 
now  annexed  to  this  inllitution ;  at  prefeni,  amounts  to  about  fourteea 
thoufand  five  hundred ;  the  feleftion  of  which,  has  in  genera!  been 
calculated  to  promote  the  more  important  intereds  of  fociety.  And  the 
(lock  of  books  is  continually  incrcafed  by  occafional  donations,  annual  im- 
portations and  purchafes  of  moft  of  the  American  produftions  of  merit. 

Some  valuable  machines  and  apparatus  for  the  purpofes  of  natural  plij- 
lofophy,  &c.  and  a  variety  of  curious  artificial  and  natural  produflions 
alfo  belong  to  the  company,  and  are  dcpofited  in  their  apartment!. 

Befides  the  collcflion,  the  perfonal  property,  confids  in  fomc  public, 
(lock  i  the  fale  of  (hares,  which  fince  the  year  1793  have  been  filed  at 
forty  dollars,  and  the  annual  payments  which  (ince  the  year  1795,  hare 
been  fued  at  two  dollars  from  each  member.  The  real  eflate  of  the  Jn- 
ftitution,  confifts  of  the  lot  and  buildings,  where  the  Philadelphia  and 
Loganian  libraries  arc  kept. 

The  members  hold  the  property  as  tenants  in  common,  and  difpofe 
of  their  fhares  by  will  or  deed  ;  but  the  aflent  of  the  Direflors,  as  well 
in  fuch  cafes  as  in  cafe  of  an  original  purchafe,  is  previoufly  neceflary 
— a  reftriflion  early  adopted,  in  order,  as  much  as  polGble,  to  prevent 
improper  perfons  from  having  accefs  to  a  colleflion  of  a  nature  fo  liable 
10  injury. 

Ten  Direftors  and  a  Treafurer  are  annually  elefted  by  the  members : 
the  Dircflors  appoint  a  Secretary  and  a  Librarian, — for  the  refpc^ive 
powers  and  duties  of  whom,  the  reader  is  referred  t9  the  charter  and 
the  fubfetjuent  laws  and  regulations.

direction  of  the  Library  Company,  and  every  member  thereof ; 
and  for  the  appointing  and  regulating  the  ele£lion  or  nomination 
of  Dire£lor8,  Treafurer,  Librarian,  Secretary,  and  fuch,  and  fo 
many  other  officers  as  they  (hall  think  fit ;  and  for  limiting 
and  appointing  their  truft  and  authority ;  and  for  the  admitting 
new  members ;  and  to  do  all  things  concerning  the  government, 
eftate,  goods,  lands,  revenues,  as  alfo  all  the  bufinefs  and  affairs 
of  the  laid  company.

L  r  I  iriE  Librarian  (hall  attend  at  the  Library,  every  day  ^Sundays 
I  excepted)  from  two  o'clock,  P.  M*  until  fun-fet.  He  {ball  en^ 
ter  in  the  catalogue,  kept  at  the  library,  fuch  books  oiay  be  pur-* 
chafed  or  added  to  the  library*,  label  and  number  the  fame,  as  well  as  aH 
others  from  which  the  label  or  number  may  be  torn  off*  or  defaced.  He 
{hall  alfo  replace  the  books  on  the  (helves,  as  they  arc  brought  in,  as  foon 
as  he  conveniently  can,  firft  having  examined  whether  they  are  free  from 
damage.
